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The  eighth  Section  of  this  phase  deals  with 
treetment  of  prisoners  of  war  end  civilians  in  British  North 
Forneo  and  Sarawak.  One  witness  will  be  called  8nd  the 
remrinder  of  the  evidence  will  be  documentary. 

(A)  prosecution  Document  No.  5004  is  an  affidavit  made  by 
Naik  Chandgi  ham  of  2/15  Punjab  hegiment.  I  tender  the 
original  for  identification  and  marked  excerpts  thereof  in 
evidence . 


The  affiant 'wo 8  captured  near  Kuching  on  27  Dec.  41.  With  a 
peity  of  212  other  Indians  he  was  held  at  Kuching  for  two 
months,  Seria  for  a  year  and  at  Kuala  Belat  until  at  least 
June,  1945.  At  Kuching  the  Indians  were  made  to  work  on  the 
airstrip.  At  ell  camps  they  were  badly  beaten.  Implements 
used  included  rifle  butts,  sticks,  steel  r«rds  and  boots. 

At  Seria  and  Kuale  Belet  the  sick  were  compelled  to  work  and 
if  too  weak  to  do  so  were  beaten.  The  deponent  had  his  teeth 
knocked  out  and  his  collar  bene  broken  as  a  result  of  one  of 
these  beatings.  Others  were  beaten  into  unconsciousness  and 
some  died  as  a  result  of  being  beaten.  Rations  consisted  of 
rice  and  occasionally  vegetables  but  at  Kuela  Belat  because 
of  the  refusal  of  the  Indians  to  fight  against  the  Eritish  the 
ration  was  reduced  to  a  handful  of  rice  a  day.  The  deponent 
suffered  from  beri  beri  and  malaria  but  was  given  no  medicine 
or  medical  treatment  by  the  Japs. 

In  one  month  55  Indians  died  of  starvation 
at  Kuala  Belat.  About  13th  or  14th  June,  1945 >  the  Indians 
were  ordered,  to  fall  in  and  were  then  bayonetted  or  beheaded 
by  the  Japanese.  Affiant  escaped  this  by  hiding  in  the  bushes. 
130  Indians  lost  their  lives  at  this  camp  including  65  killed 
by  the  Japanese. 


(b)  Proseputlon  Document  No.  5005  is  an  affidavit  made  by 
Mahomed  of  2/15  Punjab  hegiment.  I  tender  the  original  for 
identification  and  the  marked  exce: pts  in  evidence. 


This  affidavit  covers  similar  ground  to  that 
covered  by  the  previous  exhibit.  In  addition  the  deponent  says 
that  27  prisoners  died  of  disease  and  starvation  at  Seria 
Camp, 

. 

(c)  Prosecution  Document  No.  500^  is  an  affidavit  made  by 
Naik  Portap  Singh  of  17  Field  Company.  I  tender  the  original 
for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts  in  evidence. 
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The  affient  states  that  he  was  captured 
at  Singapore  on  15th  February,  1942,  He  was  taken  to  Lutong 
Camp  in  Borneo  in  Jay,  1942 .  Prisoners  were  not  given  sufficien* 
food  to  satisfy  their  hunger;  they  were  not  given  any  clothing, 
li.ey  v«ci  €  j  ..de  to  work  end  were  beaten  with  sticks,  steel  bai  s 
and  v/ire  pliers.  A  nurber  of  Indians  died  at  this  camp,  some 
from  disease. 


In  Lay,  1943»  with  70  other  Indians  he  was 
token  to  another  camp  about  9  miles  away  at  I  iri.  Here  the 
Japanese  unsuccessfully  endeavoured  to  make  the  Indians  join 
the  Indian  national  Army.  The  Indians  were  put  to  work  loading 
end  unloading  ships  for  nine  hours  a  day.  They  were  beaten  as 
before.  On  one  occasion  the  deponent  couldn't  walk  for  a  month 
as  a  result  of  a  heating.  He  was  sick  with  dysentery,  beri  beri 
and  malaria  but  received  no  medicine  other  than  a  few  pills. 

Food  was  insufficient. 

On  23rd.  Juno,  1945,  he  saw  the  beheaded  bodlet 
of  five  Indians  in  a  stream.  Their  hands  were  tied  behind  their 
back.  They  had  been  alive  a  wee!:  before. 

(d)  ^  ^  Ero-Sgcition  Document  Ho.  5p;8a  consists  of 

two  statements  made  by  Japanese  £gt.  i  a  j .  tU.  ILO ,  Tswino  formerly 
cf  Forneo  P,». .  Internment  Unit  but  since  executed.  I  tender 
this  document  for  identification  and  marked  excerpts  in  evidence. 


The  document  shows  that  Sugino  was  ordered  by  Lt.  Col  Suga  to 
take  a  party  of  157  European  prisoneis  of  war  from  Labuan  to 
Kuching.  He  took  charge  of  the  party  on  23  Jen.  45.  On  the  way 
7  Ir.dirn  prisoners  of  war  were  added  to  the  perty.  By  8th  June, 
1945 »  the  remnants  cf  the  -arty  were  at  CapeLobeng.  Forty-eight 
only  were  alive,  115  having  died  of  beri  beri  and  malaria  and  1 
having  been  taken  by  the  Kempei  lai.  On  8th  June,  Sugino  was 
told  that  0  Fritish  fleet  was  approaching  Borneo.  Five  hours 
later  he  marched  his  part  out  from  the  compound  via  a  jungle 
track  to  i  ;am  load  which  they  reached  at  midnight.  On  the 
following  day  another  prisoner  died  of  malaria  and  beri  ber. 
Twenty  of  the  prisoners  were  healthy  and  the  remaining  27  were 
sick.  Fifteen  of  the  healthy  prisoners  were  sent  back  to  bring 
up  stores.  Bugino  then  burnt  some  documents.  I  will  now  read 
on  from  the  marked  excerpts  starting  on  page  line 

of  the  English  version. 


(e)  My  n >xt  document  is  Prosecution  Document  No.  5334.  It  is 
a  report  mode  by  Captain  In.  J.  Dickson  of  the  Eritish  Aimy.  I 
tender  it  for  identification  and  the  marked  excerpts  thereof  in 
evidence . 
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Ihe  report  states  that  on  9 th/1 Oth  October,  1943.  a  revolt  broke 
out  In  Jesselton,  Borneo.  Atouh  40  Japanese  were  killed.  ‘Ihe 
Japanese  retaliated  by  sending  o^er  plane3  which  bombed  and' 
machine  gunned  the  villages  north  of  Jesselton,  razing  to  the 
ground  every  building  in  KOT/t  IELUD  end  causing  much  damage  and 
loss  of  life  in  Tuaran,  Lenggattal,  Ir.anam  end  the  surrounding 
country.  This  suppressed  the  revolt. 

To  cleer  uj:  the  ratter  e  number  of  Kempei  Tai 
were  drafted  from  Kuching  to  Jesselton.  During  the  following 
months  they  established  a  reign  of  terror,  arresting  hundreds  of 
men  end  women  on  suspicion  and  torturing  them  to  extract 
information  about  the  guerillas.  Forced  confessions  were 
followed  by  mess  executions.  On  one  occasion  admit teo  by  the 
Jppanese,  189  Chinese  and  others  were  executed.  Several  hundreds 
of  others  rerlshed  in  prison  from  torture,  starvation  or  disease. 

The  revolt  was  predominantly  a  Chinese  affa  r. 
The  Suluk  people  seem  to  have  ta'  en  part  in  it  only  on  the  first 
night.  The  Suluks  inhabit  a  number  of  small  islands  of  the 
«est  Coast  of  North  Borneo.  I  will  now  read  paragraphs  4  to  10 
of  the  report. 


Ey  next  document  is  an  affidavit  made  by 
Bachee  bin  O.K.I  .  Hassan  of  Inanam.  It  is  Frosecution  Document 
No.  5209 .  I  tender  it  for  identification  and  the  extracts 
thereof  in  evidence • 


The  affiant  states  - 

(1)  that  i  e  and  a  number  of  Chinese  were  arrested,  beaten 

and  imprisoned  without  trial  on  the  suspicion  of 
having  been  conce*ned  in  Jesselton  revolt; 

(2)  that  on  first  visit  of  Japanese  to  Mentowani  Island  one 

Suluk  was  killed  by  the  Japs  and  58  other  were 
arrested,  taken  to  Jesselton  and  imprisoned. 

He  describes  their  treatment  as  follows:- 

"These  Suluks  were  taken  first  to  the  K.T .  office  at  Jesselton 
where  they  were  each  given  a  slip  of  paper  with  their  name  on. 

I  was  with  them  then.  They  were  then  taken  to  the  prison.  Every 
day  after  that,  for  a  week  or  so,  five  or  six  K.T.  came  to  the 
prison  and  took  back  a  few  Suluks  to  the  office  for  questioning. 

I  was  sometimes  used  as  an  interpreter  while  the  Suluks  were  being 
questioned.  The  K.T.  used  to  ask  them  what  they  had  done  in 
the  rising ,  whether  they  had  attacked  the  Custom  House  or  burnt 
the  rubber.  If  the  Suluk  said  'No',  he  was  beaten  with  a  stick 
about  4  foot  long,  as  thick  as  a  police  baton.  They  were  beaten 
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ell  over  the  tody.  Some  of  them  diring  the  testings  admitted 
Laving  dcn9  wh?t  the  Japanejo  si'.d  tney  had  ccne,  I  cannot 
tell  w.  ether  they  v.ern  -rv?  c  :onfe:*&lans  cr  whether  they  only 
admitted  th.,-  thi.it  s  t^-Tvis  they  .’era  beaten  to  cruel ly  .  There 
were  no  trials-  Scire tU.es  I  aa.v  bitluka  and  water  poured 

down  their  throats  till  tneiv  stomach  wes  foil.  Then  the  K.T. 
would  Jump  or.  the  man- >  stomach  or  hick  it.  I  did  not  tee  any 
actually  die  during  the  cor jture  out  most  of  them  were  nearly 
dead  when  they  wvc  dragged  r.way,  h.an/  of  them  died  each  day 
in  prism  a  WiVjr  cu*  those  to:* cure j*  I  never  saw  or  heard 
of  any  medical  tiOuvceni.  Going  given  tnem  in  prison,.  All  the 
food  they  got  was  a  little  s*go;  I  don  r,  know  wact  was  done 
with  the  bodies  j  T  solemnly  .state  that  I  personally  witnessed 
Suluks  be  in*  flogged  and  torture*  by  each  one  of  the  Kenpei  Tai 
whom  I  have  named  as  z{--  r?S  on  the  firs;  trip  to  I.sr.tanani. 

Other  h.T,  who  had  no*,  b-aoi  to  tao  iciend  also  tack  part  in  these 
tortures;  I  don’t  P.o  h  all  theLr  netnas.  I  do  roc  know  t.  e  names 
of  any  but  a  few  of  tae  Suluks.  I  saw  P englizna  All  and  0»T, 

Arsat  flogged  and  tortured  by  lukei.  I  saw  I  rng.lume  Sibul  floggec 
end  tortured  V/  E.xe;  1  saw  Tatung  flogged  and  tortured  by  Sgt. 
ha.Jor  l.ayashit  1  saw  r.esuki  flrgged  ar.d  tortured  by  Hassegawa. 
All  these  mon  died  a  fev/  days  after  their  heating  in  Jecselton 
prison.  I  have  no  coabt  to.ao  their  deaths  were  in  each  case 
duo  solely  to  the  floggings  they  had  received  by  the  men  named. 
They  all  seetrod  fic  men  before  they  were  tortured,  Inaba, 
Nukushina,  Uchiyama,  Piuchi  end  Yemakate  also  beat  severely  in 
my  presence  Suluks  who  soon  aitorv/ards  died,  but  I  do  not  know 
the  names  of  the  Suluks  they  flogged," 

(3)  that  on  a  second  visit  to  Lantanani  the  Japs  took 
away  six  old  men.  Later  they  told  him  that  they 
had  killed  them.  On  the  following  day  the  Japs, 
shot  6  men  and  50  women  and  children  on  the  edge 
of  the  Jungle  and  later  at  a  village  tied  up  and 
shot  20  or  30  women  end  children. 


( g)  Prosecution  Locin^rt  .  o,  521  a  is  cr*  affidavit  by  Tong  Ah 
Seong.  I  "tender  ic  for”"  id  anti  fleet  ion  end  ;he  marked  excerpts 
in  evidence.

(A)  that  prisoners  were  frequently  beaten  some  being 
knocked  unconscious.  One  man,  Constable,  was 
beaten  for  16  hours,  both  his  arms  were  broken 
and  he  died  four  deys  later  as  a  result  of  this 
treatment. 

I  will  now  read  paragraphs  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  of  the  exhibit. 


The  affidavit  goes  on  to  say  that  vyeynton  was  then  taken  to 
Kuching,  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced  to  ten  years  imprisonment, 
but  he  was  never  told  what  was  the  charge  against  him.  His  trial 
was  similar  to  that  of  Lt.  v/ells  which  was  described  in  the 
previous  exhibit.
